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Row over reduced bus service

ANGRY bus passengers 
claim they are having to 
reorganise their lives be¬ 
cause of changes to a 
service in Weymouth. 

Their frustration cen¬ 


tres on the Chickerell 
Road service which they 
claim has been dramati¬ 
cally reduced by bus 


company First from as 
many as four buses an 
hour to just four a day. 
Westham West Coun¬ 


cillor Gill Taylor, whose 
ward includes the Chick¬ 
erell Road bus service, 
said she would be talking 
to First about passengers’ 
concerns. 

She added: “I’ve had a 
number of residents con¬ 
tacting me as they are 
concerned about the re¬ 
duction in the number of 
buses on this route. 

“Most calls have come 
from residents in the Pye 
Hill area who use the 
service from the West- 
ham Crossroads to town. 

“Prior to the roadworks 
they had a very good 
service which completely 
stopped early in 2010 
while the bottom of 
Chickerell Road was 
closed. 

“People were very un¬ 
derstanding but there are 
a lot of complaints now 
that, with the roadworks 
completed and the road 
re-opened, the new serv¬ 
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ice is just two hourly. 

“Many people are being 
affected, particularly 
those who rely on the 
buses for transport to 
work and for vital shop¬ 
ping trips to supermar¬ 
kets and in to town. 
Young mothers and older 
people are particularly 
affected. 

“I hope to be having 
talks with the manager of 
First Direct in the next 
couple of weeks to put 
the concerns of local peo¬ 
ple to him.” 

Among those con¬ 
cerned is Geoff Williams 
who said: “We used to 
have four buses an hour 
but now we have only 
four a day! 

“This has all come 
about because of the 
Olympics and because of 
the road works resulting 
from the Olympics. 

“Previously we had a 
number 9 Lanehouse bus 
and a number 8 Chick¬ 
erell bus. The 9 bus has 
been taken off and the 8 


is now using Abbotsbury 
Road. Abbotsbury Road 
therefore has services 3, 
8 and X53 giving an ex¬ 
ceptionally good service 
whereas Chickerell Road 
is down to four buses a 
day. 

“People should contact 
Councillor Taylor if they 
normally use buses on 
Chickerell Road and are 
being inconvenienced so 
that she can press the bus 
company to go back to a 
decent service.” 

A spokesman for First 
said: “We are aware that 
some customers around 
Chickerell Road have 
concerns about the fre¬ 
quency of buses now 
running and we have 
arranged a meeting with 
the local council to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

“The situation stems 
from changes made to 
Service 9. In merging 
Service 9 with Service 5 
/5A the number of buses 
now serving the area has 
been reduced. Unfortu-

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PARAGLIDING Instructor Andrew Pearse talks 
to the View from this week about why he be¬ 
lieves West Dorset is the perfect place to fly. 

Having grown up in West Bexington, Andrew 
moved around the county in his career as a 
teacher before returning to the village. 

He now lives with his wife Kim and their three 
daughters and runs the Flying Frenzy Paraglid¬ 
ing school. 

Andrew himself competed to a high level as 
a paraglider, finishing fourth in the British na¬ 
tionals in 1992. He trained as an instructor in 
1990 and gained the senior instructor rating in 
1993. 

When not up in the clouds Andrew enjoys 
playing guitar and drums. 


■ WHO would you recommend paragliding to? 

You have to want to get a new perspective on the coun¬ 
tryside that you love. It is a joy to fly in West Dorset be¬ 
cause the countryside is so beautiful. It’s open to all sorts 
of personalities. We have got the cliffs, which are a stun¬ 
ning place to fly and the air coming off the sea is lovely 
and smooth so if you are a mellow sort of person looking 
for a nice smooth fly you can stay out there all day long. 
For those more in to the adventurous stuff they can fly up 
to 3,000 or 4,000 feet and if you’re a real adrenaline 
junkie then you can do some fantastic manoeuvres as 
well. 

■ HOW long could you be up there for and how far 
can you travel? 

Basically all day. One of my friends has managed to fly 
to Exeter from here and I have managed Honiton and 
Weymouth. These are small flights by modern standards 
though, the British record is 195kilometres. It takes a lot 
longer getting back than it does to fly there usually 
though. 

■ WHY paragliding and not hang gliding? 

Hang gliding isn’t suited to the Dorset Hills. Dorset has 
so many hills, all different sizes and shapes. With hang 
gliding you need a big space to land it safely as well but 
with paragliding you can land it in your back garden. All 
the hedges make it difficult for hang gliding and it is 
much more difficult to do. 

■ HOW long will it take before a complete novice 
can fly on their own? 

The training, if you are really keen and the conditions are 
good, can be done in a couple of months. It is quite a strict 
syllabus and you have to be very well informed before 
you are let loose. And that is my job. 



■ HOW long are your courses? 

It is usually at least 10 days of training, but you have to 
be really lucky with the weather and conditions. If it 
spread out over a couple of months then you have to do 
some recapping. 

■ CAN you describe the feeling of flying? 

It is so nice to leave everything behind. For me, in Dorset, 
it’s usually not too scary, and really relaxing, everything 
goes quiet and you leave all your worries behind, it’s just 
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bliss. 

■ WHERE are the best places to fly locally? 

Probably my favourite place is over the cliffs at Hive 
beach at Burton Bradstock. Whenever it’s too windy 
everywhere else, it’s often ok there. You can take off on 
the beach and work your way up the cliff. 

■ ARE there any places in the world you would like 
to fly over? 

I’d love to fly over a volcano. There are some big dunes 
in Namibia as well. All you need is a bit of a slope and a 
bit of a breeze and you can fly anywhere. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Leonardo Da Vinci because he has so many ideas but did¬ 
n’t have the technology behind him, so it would be great 
to bring him up to date. It would be fascinating to talk to 
the people who lived here when this house was first built 
about 300-years-ago, to find out what the countryside was 
like and what their lives were like back then and Tim 
Booth of the band James, I love their music. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

Teaching people how to paraglide and making money out 
of it! Teaching people how to glide is brilliant. The first 
day they are so unsure and don’t know what’s going to 
happen but by the end of the day they are actually flying. 
And they are always absolutely amazed and love the ex¬ 
perience. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The book was the "Ring of Bright Water Trilogy" by Gavin 
Maxwell.The last film wasthe"lnglorious Basterds"and 
the CD was James.

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Junction changes to help confused motorists 


DRIVERS are today 
(Thursday) tackling fresh 
changes to a controversial 
road junction in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

A close watch has been 
kept on Harbour Cross¬ 
roads following a wave of 
complaints that motorists 
are struggling to cope with 
its layout. 

Workmen were due to 
install and connect extra 
detection equipment last 
night, subject to the 
weather, to help change 
the phasing of the lights 
on the Boot Hill approach. 

The right turn in to 
North Quay was permitted 
when Westwey Road was 
at green - traffic turning 
right in gaps - but from 
today this right turn will 
now be controlled sepa¬ 
rately, a right turn in to 
North Quay now only 
being allowed when West-

wey Road is at red. 

Further detection equip¬ 
ment is also being added 
at the middle of the junc¬ 
tion to monitor progress 
of vehicles through it. 

It means that if a car gets 
stuck in the junction due 
to congestion and is un¬ 
able to complete its ma¬ 
noeuvre then the junction 
will provide a longer “all- 
red” time to allow trapped 
cars to clear before the 
next approach is given 
green. 

County strategic proj¬ 
ects manager Matthew 
Piles said: “At the start of 
March new road markings 
were introduced and we 
are now - as promised - 
changing the phasing of 
the lights following the 


design work which was 
required. 

“These further alter¬ 
ations are designed to take 
away doubt about the pri¬ 
ority of traffic at the junc¬ 
tion which has been a 
cause for concern with a 
minority of drivers not ad¬ 
hering to the Highway 
Code. 

“Some drivers have been 
confused and have made 
the right turn from Boot 
Hill to North Quay with¬ 
out regard for opposing 
traffic and the new phas¬ 
ing will stop this. 

“We have also relocated 
the detection equipment 
which brings up the right 
turn arrow for drivers 
turning from Newstead 
Road in to Boot Hill 
which will now allow the 


right turn arrow to appear 
more often.” 

Due to the temporary 
one-way closure of Kings 
Street, the number of vehi¬ 
cles currently turning right 
from Boot Hill into North 
Quay is higher than is an¬ 
ticipated when all the 
junction works are com¬ 
plete. 

With this in mind, engi¬ 
neers have assessed the 
new phasing of Harbour 
Crossroads to ensure there 
will only be a slight drop 
in the capacity of the junc¬ 
tion. 

Finishing work is also 
being undertaken at West- 
ham Crossroads this week. 
Yesterday saw all ap¬ 
proaches reduced while il¬ 
luminated give way signs 
were installed on the slip 
lanes, light columns were 
painted and electricity 
supplies were replaced.

36 fight for 12 council seats 


CONSERVATIVES face a 
tough local election battle 
in Weymouth and Portland 
when voters go to the polls 
on May 5 th . 

Tories are the largest 
party and hold 18 out of 36 
seats on the borough coun¬ 
cil, but they will be defend¬ 
ing seven out of the 12 
seats which are due to be 
contested. 

The remaining five seats 
will see three defended by 
the Liberal Democrats and 
one each by Labour and 
the Independents. 

The authority is currently 
“hung” because no one 
party has the 19 seats 
needed to take overall con¬ 
trol. 

Nominations have now 
closed and a total of 36 
candidates have put their 
name forward to stand in 
the elections. 

Polls will open at 7am 
and close at 10pm before 
election boxes containing 
all the votes are taken to 
Weymouth Pavilion Ocean 
Room for the count.

The responsibility of 
making judgements 


T HERE are times in your 
life when you realise the 
implications of the 
choices you have made. 

One of these came to me a cou¬ 
ple of weeks ago, when I found 
myself involved in the discus¬ 
sions at the National Security 
Council and Cabinet that led to 
the UK’s role in the international 
Libyan intervention. 

It isn’t until you find yourself 
sitting at meetings like this that 
you realise fully what it means to 
be part of a government. 

When a decision to act - or a 
failure to act - will quite directly 
affect the chances of survival of 
tens if not hundreds of thousands 
of people (in this case, a large 
part of the civilian population of 
Benghazi), you come face to face 
with the fact that you have taken 
on an awesome responsibility. 

The interesting thing is that, if 
my recent experience is anything 


to go by, such decisions are not 
taken in the way that the cynics 
would have us believe. 

Of course the judgements in¬ 
volved are very finely balanced 
and very difficult to make. But 
at least I can testify that - if this 
case is, as I suspect, the norm - 
the basis on which the decision 
gets made is entirely a question 
of what is right or wrong. 

When you have come to the 
conclusion that there is a real 
chance of persuading the interna¬ 
tional community to act in a way 
that will prevent mass slaughter, 
and when you have also come to 
the conclusion that this will hap¬ 
pen only if we in Britain actively 
pursue that strategy, then you 
find yourself compelled by the 
moral logic, not by political cal¬ 
culations. 

I don’t mean, of course, that 
this in any way guarantees that 
the right decision will be made. 


The judgements are too difficult 
to permit any such guarantee. 

But at least it is reassuring to 
know that the question being 
asked is the right one. In the end, 
liberal democracy stands or falls 
even more by the questions it 
asks than by the answers it gives.

Medals and memories 
shared with the mayor 


SNAKES, scorpions and moths as big 
as dinner plates were 1960s life for a 
Weymouth sailor who has just been 
awarded the Pingat Jasa Malaysia 
Medal. 

Reg Whitear, 79, of Chafeys Avenue 
was able to swap memories of that 
time with Weymouth and Portland 
Mayor Paul Kimber who has also re¬ 
ceived the same medal. 

Their roles were very different, Mr 
Whitear spending 18 months helping 
to protect Malaya’s independence 
from communist insurgents. 

He went out in 1964 as a Chief Petty 
Officer and wound up in a clearing 
where two rivers met in primary jun¬ 
gle among 200ft trees. 

He said: “We were more than 200 
miles away from the town of Sibu and 
we were completely cut off. 

“All we had were helicopters to sup¬ 
ply our post to enable us to support 
soldiers keeping law and order in that 
area. 

“Centipedes and scorpions were the 
main problem because they were so 
poisonous. 

“Go out at night and they were all 
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over your feet while every fuel barrel 
we had to move had a black scorpion 
under it. Local Iban tribe coolies told 
us what to watch out for and I was 
lucky enough not to get bitten.” 

Humidity was a real problem but for 
the helicopters not people. 

Reg said: “It meant the rotorblades 
wore out very quickly and so did the 
bearings, so there was a lot of work 
involved with that and you had to 
work until the job was finished to en¬ 
sure the helicopters were ready for the 
next day, so there was often work at 
night.” 

Memories include lunch for Christ¬ 
mas 1964 being a local pig cooked in 
a dustbin! 

Reg added: “One hilarious incident 
I recall was a major alert sparked one 
day by two rifle shots in camp. 

“We all had our jobs to do in the 
event of being attacked and mine was 
to accompany a pilot to get any heli¬ 
copter on the ground safely in to the 
air and away. 


“Nothing ever happened then this 
day there were two rifle shots and the 
whole camp just boiled over. 

“It took ten minutes to find out that 
the Gurkha cook had lost patience 
with being unable to catch a chicken 
for lunch and had shot it!” 

Reg left Malaya in 1965 but only 
found out he was eligible for a medal 
43 years later. 

He said: “It was nice to be appreci¬ 
ated by the Malaysian government for 
helping preserve their sovereignty.” 

By contrast Mr Kimber also re¬ 
ceived the same medal but for his 
service on Royal Navy ships in 
Malaya at the same time. 

He said: “I had a variety of different 
jobs including being in charge of the 
rum issue for a week at the shore base 
HMS Terror. I loved it out there.” 

Mr Kimber was in Malaya on and 
off from 1964-1972 and said: “The 
comradeship was wonderful because 
we were working with all the services 
and, in those days, you really were a 
long way from home in terms of the 
time it took to get back.” 


Road reopens after bridge repairs 


THE ROAD under Sudan Bridge is 
now open again after essential main¬ 
tenance works were carried out to 
the bridge by Weymouth and Port¬ 
land council. 

Sudan Road, which leads from Old 
Castle Road to Clearmount Road, 
was closed last year to protect public 
safety while work took place. 

Maintenance was needed after it 
was discovered last year that roots of 
nearby well established trees were 


growing into the masonry, causing it 
to bulge and crack. 

Extensive assessments were car¬ 
ried out in order undertake repairs to 
prevent further damage which took 
longer than expected due to exten¬ 
sive damage being discovered. 

This meant the structure had to be 
carefully opened up and partly dis¬ 
mantled before the final stage of 
works could be undertaken. The 
damage has now been repaired. 

Weymouth and Portland environ¬ 


ment general manager Karyn Pun- 
chard said: “Repair works were car¬ 
ried out as swiftly as possible. 

“The council takes its duty to pro¬ 
tect the public and the local environ¬ 
ment seriously and I am pleased that 
our engineers have taken these meas¬ 
ures in order to maintain the struc¬ 
ture.

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A FANTASTIC replica of a wooden 
Tudor merchant ship could be a strik¬ 
ing local feature during Weymouth 
and Portland’s Olympic sailing pe¬ 
riod in 2012. 

The Matthew recently spent four 
days moored near the Town Bridge 
in Weymouth en route to Falmouth 
in Cornwall as part of its extended 
educational programme where the 
ship is open to the public. 

Skipper Rob Salvidge said: “We 
left our home port of Bristol a month 
ago and we won’t be back there until 
July. 

“Until then we have an extensive 
programme of day sails and exhibi- 
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tions to show Matthew off to as 
many people as possible.” 

He added that future plans for 
Matthew included talks with Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council to thrash 
out a visit by the ship during the pe¬ 
riod of the Olympic sailing events in 
summer 2012. 

Mr Salvidge said: “Part of our 
ethos is sustainability, particularly as 
this is a wooden ship, so we hope 
having Matthew on view during the 
Olympic sailing events will bring 
home a bit of history to those watch¬ 
ing since vessels like Matthew would 


have fished these waters five cen¬ 
turies ago.” 

Matthew was built in 1997 and 
sailed to Newfoundland to commem¬ 
orate the 500 th anniversary of John 
Cabot’s voyage to discover New¬ 
foundland in 1497. 

The vessel includes a galley-saloon 
area and cot berths for up to 22 peo¬ 
ple. 

Among its claims to fame are a 
mast donated by the Queen and a 
keel officially laid by Prince Philip. 

Future events for Matthew include 
a trip to France in May for the Mor- 
bihan Maritime Festival which is one 
of the biggest of its kind in Europe.

W EYMOUTH has just had its driest March for 21 
years. 

Town weatherman BOB POOTS said that less than 
a third the usual amount of rain fell on the resort with 
only 19.6mm recorded instead of nearly 62mm. 

The unusually dry conditions meant that total rainfall 
so far this year is down more than 36mm on average. 

The sun shone on every day of the month except 
the last two days, bringing Weymouth the sunny 
March weather that has become the norm during the 
last 10 years. 

It meant sunshine levels were nearly 50 per cent up 
on average at 188 hours and 30 minutes while annual 
amounts are now nearly 28 hours above average. 

Three days with air frost and six days with ground 
frost were recorded but March winds were light with 
the strongest gust on march 9 th only reaching 32mph. 

The average maximum temperature was up 0.8 
Centigrade at 11C, minimum was up 0.2C at 7.5C, 
mean was normal at 5.5C and sea temperature was 
up 0.3Cat 8.1 C.

The garden was gener¬ 
ously sponsored by

Amazing! 

T HE word amazing is frequently used as an 
expression of one’s reaction to some event 
or result. When someone is interviewed on 
television regarding something they have 
achieved or witnessed, they often respond by say¬ 
ing ‘it’s amazing’.

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First breeding kingfishers 
for 40 years at Radipole

A PAIR of kingfishers have been excavating a nest¬ 
ing tunnel at the RSPB Weymouth Wetlands na¬ 
ture reserve at Radipole Lake. 

They have been thrilling visitors with their activities in¬ 
cluding courtship behaviour in full view of the 
birdwatchers’ hide at the northern end of the 
site. 

This is the first breeding attempt 
on the reserve in around 40 
years since the RSPB took on 
its management in the 1970s. 

It is another reward for Weymouth Wetlands following 
a two year restoration project which has also seen breed¬ 
ing marsh harriers, long-staying bitterns, the arrival of 
rare bats and moths and the return of otters for the first 
time in 30 years. 

Wetlands manager Nick Tomlinson said: “This is a won¬ 
derful development. We knew there were quite a few 
kingfishers around on the reserve but that at least one pair 
has chosen to breed here is very special. 

“The long-term population declines of kingfishers since 
1970 are generally attributed to pollution but the water in 
the restored areas at Radipole Lake is very clean and the 
sheer numbers of fish it supports, including minnows and 
sticklebacks, is staggering. They’re just the right food 
prey for kingfishers.” 

He added that kingfishers are very shy birds and usually 
surprisingly difficult to see, often just a flash of orange 
and electric blue as they hurtle fast and low over the water 
or reeds. They nest by excavating a tunnel up to a metre 
long in a sandy bank, often above water, which ends in a 
chamber where the young are reared. 

Nick said: “The fact that this pair has chosen to nest 
right next to the artificial sand martin wall that we built 
last year means that people will have a really good chance 
of seeing these exquisite birds as they go about their rou¬ 
tine of fishing, feeding and raising their young. They can 
have up to three broods a year, so it’s a wildlife spectacle 
that could last well into the summer. 

“If sand martins also nest in the wall this year, what an 
amazing neighbourhood that will be! There’s no compe¬ 
tition for food as they have completely different diets, but 
it means people will be able to watch two very special 
birds, both of conservation concern, right up close and 
personal. Both are birds that people would normally only 
get a brief glimpse of.”

WHY should my pet 
have chiropractic 
care?

The 
itchiness can make 
these animals particu¬ 
larly miserable and 
often by scratching 
they damage the skin 
which can lead to in¬ 
fection.

This time of year we 
also begin to see 
problems caused by 
grass seeds! The awns 
can burrow their way 
into the skin between 
the toes, especially in 
Spaniels. They can 
also travel down the 
ear canal to cause se¬ 
rious irritation and in¬ 
fection too. Animals 
can inhale awns, 
which can cause 
coughing and very se¬ 
rious lung problems. I 
have even removed a 
grass awn, from a po¬ 
lice dog, which had 
been inhaled, trav¬ 
elled through the 
lungs and tracked its 
way out of the body 
about five inches be¬ 
hind the last rib! 

Believe it or not, a 
not uncommon cause 
of sneezing in cats is 
from a blade of grass 
getting stuck up their 
nose! Who would be¬ 
lieve the garden could 
be such a dangerous 
place?!

It is certainly powerful poetry so I did a little 
research on it and found that the poem has 
been published in various versions with many 
different titles, such as'The Weaver''The Mas¬ 
ter's Loom', 'The Divine Weaver', 'The Master 
Weaver's Plan'and so on. Usually the poems 
are marked'Author Unknown'or simply'Anon'. 

However, it would seem that the poem was 
written by a man from Mississippi named Ben¬ 
jamin Malachi Franklin (1882-1965).The poem 
was written in the late 1940s and was first 
published in 1950 in 'The Memphis Commer¬ 
cial Appeal'. This is the original title and text. 

LIFE IS BUT A WEAVING 

My life is but a weaving 
Between my God and me; 

I cannot choose the colors 
Fie weaveth steadily. 

Oft' times he weaveth sorrow; 
and I in foolish pride

LYME TOWN BAND PREMIERES OWN MARCH 


A UNIQUE event took place last Satur¬ 
day when the Lyme Regis Town Band 
premiered the concert march 'Black 
Ven', written for them by top brass band 
composer/arranger Howard Snell. The 
occasion was the band's annual work¬ 
shop, led again by Philip Harper, who is 
himself internationally known. 

In his preface to the score, Howard 
Snell dedicates the march to 'the 
builders of the Black Ven pilot gig rac¬ 
ing boat of Lyme Regis and for the 
Lyme Regis Town Band.' Howard de¬ 
scribes his interests in boats, in his fam¬ 
ily history and how his researches led 
him to Lyme Regis. He discovered that 
Lyme boasts a notable boat-building 
school and how long ago it nurtured 
the Dunster family, one that led indi¬ 
rectly into his own. 

Howard mentions his admiration for 
the racing gig 'Black Ven' built at the 
Boat School by Gail McGarva and 
shaped 'entirely by her boatbuilder's 
eye, no soulless know-all computer 
blurring her vision.' 

But Lyme Regis, he writes,'has yet an¬ 


other element essential to civilised life: 
a town band'. So it was the'merest step' 
for him to think of writing a concert 
piece for the band which provides en¬ 
tertainment for its audiences at its reg¬ 
ular summer concerts. Howard sums up 
the composition as'a musical doffing of 
the cap to the boat, the hill, my forbears 
and to the Lyme Regis Town Band.' 

Before its first performance, Philip 
Harper emphasised the honour the 
band had received through the dedica¬ 
tion of this march to them by such a 
giant of the brass-banding world. He 
outlined the story of its composition 
and Howard's aim of pleasing and 
amusing the listener through the tap¬ 
ping of hammers, the sound of sawing, 
a ship's bell and a repeated snatch of 
'Row, row, row your boat.' 

A recording of'BlackVen'was made at 
the end of the workshop, which will be 
sent to Howard, now living in retire¬ 
ment in France. However, he intends to 
visit Lyme for a live performance, which 
will hopefully gives as much pleasure to 
him as it has so far given to the band.

AS SOON as the View From publicised the launch of these awards, nomi¬ 
nations for our next award winner started to trickle in from all corners of 



West Dorset. That trickle soon became a torrent. 
It was clear that farmer and charity worker ex- 
traodinaire Henry Smith was highly respected 
and admired by all and sundry. 

Again, it is difficult to do justice to Henry in so 
few words. His service to his beloved West 
Dorset, and his fundraising feats, is the stuff of 
legend - but it could have been so different. 

From being an active farmer with a high profile 
in the agricultural world, Henry was struck 
down by an hereditary kidney complaint that 
killed his father and paternal grandmother. Close 
to death. Henry received a heart and kidney 
transplant at the world-famous Harefield Hospi¬ 
tal in Middlesex on March 4th 1991. 

It was a life changing experience as well as 
being a life saving one. Since then Henry has 
dedicated himself to raising money to help other 
kidney sufferers, starting by raising money to 
support the scanner appeal in Dorset and an ap¬ 
peal to open a kidney unit in Dorchester. At the 
time, the nearest centre was in Portsmouth 
which involved a round-200 mile trip. 

His work went far beyond the boundaries of 
Dorset but The Smith family have made an in¬ 
delible imprint locally by organising each year, 
on March 4th, the anniversary of Henry’s trans¬ 
plant, a ball and this event alone has raised 
around £70,000 for various departments at Dorset 
County Hospital as well as health charities and 
Dorset Air Ambulance. 

In one nomination received, it was stated that 
Henry is forever grateful for his donor organs 
which has enabled him the quality of life and the 
pleasure of seeing three daughters married and 
his four grandchildren. They are, as you can 
imagine, inordinantly proud of their granddad.

WHEN the call comes, they never fail us. No 
matter what time of day or night. No matter what 
the conditions. What sort of society would we live 
without those brave firefighters, lifeboat crew and 
Coastguards. And what about those they leave be¬ 
hind to worry and fret? 

Just listen to Sandy Malpas, wife of Rob Malpas, 
36 years a coastguard and former station officer 
at West Bay for 10 years. 

This is what she said: “I returned from shopping 
yesterday to find a note from my husband saying 
Tm on a shout - unexploded bomb on West Bay 
beach’. Most wives would have thrown a complete 
wobbly, but I just made a cup of tea and thought 
‘oh I wonder if he’ll be back for lunch’, Sounds 
strange. But after 36 years of my husband being 
an Auxilliary Coastguard not much fazes me”. 

Great tragedy 

We could fill the next eight pages with descrip¬ 
tions of Rob’s bravery and service to the Coast¬ 
guard over the years. Rescuing dogs and walkers 
from the cliffs, assisting the lifeboat crews and 
getting hypothermia in the process, recovering 
bodies from the sea. Along the way he has reached 
great tragedy. 

Such has been his service that Rob is the only 
auxiliary coastguard in Britain to have received

This was the category that received most nominations, dozens in fact and 
they were still rolling in up to yesterday, long after the deadline had closed. 

This just goes to show what a diverse range of 
talented individuals there are in West Dorset, 
artists, actors, impressarios, singers, choreogra¬ 
phers, poets. The list is endless and their contri¬ 
bution to our community brings much light relief 
to our otherwise busy life. 

One man stood out among the rest. In the 1980s 
Peter Hitchin opened the West Dorset Arts 
School, a residential arts community that nursed 
many artists who to this day contribute to the on¬ 
going wealth of artistic talent in Bridport. 

But it was in 2003 that peter took on his greatest 
challenge - rescuing the Electric Place from ex¬ 
tinction. The Palace had been the hub of the Brid¬ 
port arts scene since 1926 and during the 1950s it 
even housed an ice-rink. But with so many other 
forms of entertainment available, by the new mil¬ 
lennium the Palace was in real danger of final clo¬ 
sure. 

Against all odds, and without any public fund¬ 
ing, Peter independently restored and reopened 
the Electric Palace, giving the venue the reputa¬ 
tion as being one of the most exciting live enter¬ 
tainment venues in the south. 

The Electric Palace continues today with Peter’s 
philosophy of “entertainment for all”, playing 
host to a hugely mixed programme of comedy, 
film, music, children’s shows, opera, theatre and 
cabaret, bringing top names and top acts to West 
Dorset.

IT HAS been a quiet week at Henley with no horses 
scheduled to race until Tuesday when Champagne

Meanwhile it appears that Bob Buckler has got to the 
bottom of the poor showing of his four horses the pre¬ 
vious weekend. 

After a good day at Newbury on Saturday, the stable 
were disappointed at the running ofCullahill on Sun¬ 
day at Wincanton, Crank Hill at Towcester and Small 
Fly and favourite Ethiopia at Plumpton on Monday. 

Blood tests on all four show that it appears there is a 
virus in the yard, with all four results showing the white 
cells in the ascendency. Although not serious it would 
explain their poor per formances. 

"None of them ran up to form," said Buckler. "It's not 
major, and although it doesn't appear to be too viru¬ 
lent, it would account for their running, none of which 
at the time made much sense." 

There is good news about Ashbourne Folly who 
pulled up in the bumper at Chepstow and was diag¬ 
nosed as having a longitudinal crack in his left cannon 
bone. 

"He's had eight screws inserted in his leg which is now 
in a plaster cast, and there is an 80 per cent chance that 
he will make a full recovery. 

The only problem is that as the crack is the whole 
length of the bone that a bit of arthritis could set in, 
which would mean he wouldn't be fit enough to race 
again, but we are hopeful of a full recovery," said Buck¬ 
ler.

Wessex Delivery finally 
responds to 
speedway supporters 

FOLLOWING the View Sport's story last week re¬ 
garding the lack of response to the Weymouth 
Speedway supporters letters to developers Morgan 
Sindall, a statement was received from Julie Martin, 
who is spearheading the support of local business¬ 
man Harold Doonan to revive racing at the Wessex 
Raceway. 

The statement reads: "After a seven week delay, 
coincidentally on the same day that a local free 
newspaper revealed future plans for a demonstra¬ 
tion at the grand opening of the Morgan Sindall 
built Weymouth "Community Fire Station", Wessex 
Delivery (a company in partnership with Morgan 
Sindall Group Pic) finally deigned to reply to Harold 
Doonan. 

The brief letter - signed Wessex Delivery LLP - 
notes that that the board of Wessex Delivery has: 
"made its position clear regarding the use of the 
land"and that:"We have no plans at the moment to 
lease out the Wessex track for motorsport activities". 

Wessex Delivery blamed their tardy and unillumi¬ 
nating response on a need:"To consult our partners 
before responding". 

Harold Doonan who heads a consortium trying to 
revive the Wildcats was, nonetheless, grateful for 
their response."! would like to thank Wessex Deliv¬ 
ery for their correspondence and the fact that they 
have kindly offered to contact me should the deci¬ 
sion alter in the future. However, whilst the track 
lays dormant, and in the continuing absence of fu¬ 
ture plans for it, there is always still a possibility of a 
return. I have a meeting scheduled for next week 
with several parties interested in maintaining the 
fight to keep the club alive where we shall discuss 
where in our local community to stage our demon¬ 
stration as well as where our quest will take us next." 

The paper has been advised that the statement 
from Save Weymouth Speedway Campaign printed 
in last week's paper is incorrect with regards to the 
information on who to write to regarding protest¬ 
ing about the possible change of planning use at 
the Wessex Raceway. 

The supporters are worried that despite the 
'leisure' allocation issued over 50 years ago, West 
Dorset District Council has been quoted as saying 
they would consider a change of use if it were 
asked. 

The pro-speedway supporters feel that this could 
open the possibility of houses being built on the 
land, and therefore the loss of the stadium. 

Cllr Ian Gardner who is the ward councillor that in¬ 
cludes the Wessex Raceway, says that any letters of 
protest should be sent to him at: Cllr Ian C Gardner, 
Dorset CC and West Dorset DC, Strawberry Cottage, 
Butter Street, Moonfleet, Weymouth, Dorset DT3 
4EE.

Must win game ahead for Bridport

Weymouth won 
the earlier match at Yeovil by the 
narrowest of margins (8-7,1 think) 
and I take them to win another 
close encounter. Although, with 
Weymouth, one never really knows! 

PUDDLETOWN too play at home. 
They entertain SWANAGE & WARE- 
HAM 3rd a side who lie next to 
them in the mid table of the Dorset 
& Wilts League Division Two 
(South), and who bested them by a 
single point in the earlier fixture. 
Puddletown could well reverse that 
result, for they seem to have im¬ 
proved as the season has gone on, 
and will want to close their home 
league programme with a win. 

As to the second sides, Bridport 
seconds are due to face East Dorset 
seconds at the Brewery Field. I see 
that they had to concede the earlier 
fixture against these opponents 
earlier in the season and, as they do 
seem to be relegation bound, I can¬ 
not realistically believe that they 
will resurrect their fortunes in this 
game. 

Weymouth seconds have a real 


tester in view. They can still have a 
chance of a promotion place, but to 
attain it they will certainly have to 
best Salisbury thirds who beat 
them by a couple of scores earlier 
on.
